Fund Slated To Fails To Affect 


Peace Conference 
Be Given Boost 


Ohio House To Vote 
On Increase in Share 


Paid by Employers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
day of reckoning apparently has 
arrived on Ohio's unemployment 
compensation fund which once top­ 
ped the $600 million mark end 
now is in danger of going broke. 
The 
Ohio 
House this week— 
either Wednesday or Thursday— 
will vote on a bill increasing em ­ 
ployers’ contributions to the fund. 
It would increase tho maximum 
rate of 2.7 per cent of payrolls to 
4 per cent and kick an extra $40 
million into the fund each year. 
That, however, is only the oe- 
ginmng of a series of events which 
will 
double 
the 
unemployment 
compensation taxes on Ohio em ­ 
ployers in the next year. That is 
the estimate of Rep. William W. 
Milligan, R-Shelby, chairman <f 
the House committee which re­ 
ported the rate-increase hill to the 
House floor. 
As the 
legislature begins 
its 
23rd work week in hopes of w a d ­ 
ing up its session June 23. th* se 
are the other prospects tor Ohio 
employers who already pay $136 
million a year in unemployment 
insurance taxes: 
Another $37 million in contribu­ 
tions to the benefit fund provided 
by present law because of deple 
tion of the fund to the danger 
level. 
Another $30 million in contribu­ 
tions to the federal government 
to pay for the 13-week benefits 
extender approved 
by 
Congress 
this spring. 
An incrased charge of $15 mil­ 
lion to $25 million to employers 
whose “ reserve ratios” will he re­ 
calculated in the next few weeks 
because of high unemployment in 
th 1960 recession. 
Together with the $40 million 
which the rate-increase bill would 
produce, the total new cost to Ohio 
employers would be a minimum 
of $122 million a year and a max­ 
imum of $132 million. 
Several factors contributed to 
the downhill slide taken by the 
benefits fund from its heyday in 
1955. 
In that year, employers w* re 
looking through rose-colored glass­ 
es 
after 
15 
years 
of 
prosper­ 
ity. The benefits fund was at an 
all-time high. Industry persuaded 
the legislature to give Ohio busi­ 
ness what amounted lo a $120 mil­ 
lion rebate on unemployment taxes 
already paid and reduce employ 
ers’ contribution rate to a point 
which makes the Ohio tax one of 
the lowest in the nation. 
Then came the 1958 recession 
which took a huge bite out of the 
fund. Included in that bite was a 
temporary 13 * week extender of 
benefits to tl,e long-time unem­ 
ployed. Cost of the extender was

U.S. Rocketry 
Leaps Forward 


New Booster Seen 
Superior to Soviets' 


SACRAMENTO, 
Calif. 
(AP)— 
U.S. scientists have opened a 
new era in rocketry with a built­ 
up missile apparently having far 
more power capability than any­ 
thing the Soviets have shown to 
date. 
Two days ago the Americans 
successfully test-fired a captive 
rocket only 30 feet long and 8 feet 
4 inches in diameter that devel­ 
oped more push than the giant 
Atlas and Titan 
missiles 
fired 
from Cape Canaveral and Van­ 
denberg Air Force Base. 
The 
modest-sized 
test 
rocket 
was made up of segments stacked 
three 
high 
to 
make the total 
height about 30 feet 
The rocket 
was rated as developing nearly 
500.000 pounds of thrust. 
The Atlas and Titan, 60 to 90 
feet high, developed respectively 
360.000 and 430.000 oounds. 
With the segmented technique, 
say the developers, a rocket 200 
feet tall or even 
taller can 
be 
assembled, and it can he fattened 
enormously 
by 
clustering 
seg­ 
ments around each other and then 
piling un the clusters like build­ 
ing blocks. 
They are talking now about as­ 
sembling rockets right away with 
2 million pounds of thrust, and 
about 
eventually 
producing 
as­ 
semblies with a total thrust of 21 
million pounds. 
Thrust is the rocketeers term 
for power, and it is mainly what 
this country needs to overcome 
the Soviet Union’s lead in putting 
big payloads into space. 
The term is difficult to define, 
but 21 million pounds of thrust, 
the goal of experimenters here, 
or even the 2 million pounds they 
talk about as being available s*>on 
seemingly outclasses anything the 
Soviets have.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Each 
county will receive a quota for 
commitments 
to 
the 
Lancaster 
Boys Industrial School and the 
Delaware Girls Industrial School 
under a freeze on admissions to 
be started soon, Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle said today. 
As 
an 
example, he said some 
counties could commit only one 
inmate for each three released un­ 
der the quota system intended to 
reduce overcrowding. 
The governor said last 
week 
overcrowding at the two institu­ 
tions forced release of inmates 
without adequate training to make 
room for new commitments. He 
asserted that action prevented re- 
discussions 
habilitation. 
Dr. Robert A. Haines, director 
of mental hygiene and correction, 
estimated it would take about 90 
days to get 
school 
populations ' 
w-orked dowm to the capacity of 
500 at Lancaster and 200 at Dela­ 
ware. 
‘‘W’hen an institution gets to the 
point where it cannot operate ef­ 
ficiently. we are going to let the 
people know about it,” the gover­ 
nor told newsmen. 
“ We are 
going 
to 
work out 
quotas. We are going to act. The 
time has come when we can’t 
defer it any longer. I might as 
well approach these things while 
we can.” 
DiSalle indicated that cuts by 
the legislature in his state operat­ 
ing budget forced his hand. 
He said local courts would have 
to find facilities to care for ju­ 
venile delinquents who could not 
he sent to the state schools under 
the freeze. 
Discrimination by some private 
institutions complicates the prob­ 
lem, he explained. He said many 
such institutions refused to accept 
Negroes. 
DiSalle said the problem would 
i be eased by two other institutions 
for different types of inmates, 
i They are the Juvenile Diagnostic 
Center and the Training Institute-

and the maximum trouble to his 
teachers. 
“ Likewise there should be

A few days ago seven lawmakers from 
seven states met in Chicago and solemnly 
d e c l a r e d that legislative committees 
should be free to exclude the press and- 
public from executive sessions. 
The seven make up the committee on 
legislative processes and procedures of 
the National Legislative Conference, to 
which evey member of the 50 state legis­ 
latures belongs, at least in theory. 
‘'The right of legislative committees to 
hold closed or executive sessions when nec­ 
essary should be recognized and its desir­ 
ability emphasized.” the committee said. 
Reasoning was that this permits ‘‘adjust­ 
ment of public issues" in the spirit of “ac­ 
commodations and compromise.” 
This is e x a c t l y the reason why the public 
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must be admitted to legislative committee 
meetings. The “Accommodations” a n d 
“compromises" take place in committee 
sessions and unless the public know-s about 
these it often cannot properly judge the 
wisdom (or lack of it) of a piece of legis­ 
lation. 
Legislative committees a l r e a d y do 
much of their work behind closed doors. 
Instead of being extended, this practice 
should be eliminated. Fortunately, seven 
individuals are unlikely to be allowed to 
devise an issue such as this for 7,800 very 
individualistic lawmakers. 
Sad to relate, though, the trend toward 
government - by - fiat, laws handed down 
by committees wrhich make their decisions 
without letting the public know the argu­ 
ments and reasoning, is spreading.

try. In a word, we are a product of 
good luck.

sources are within our national 
boundaries. We have never been 
subject to the terrific strains of 
overpopulation. G e n e r a l l y we 
have always had enough to eat. 
But many other n a t i o n s , too, 
have had an abundance of resourc­ 
es and yet failed to realize the po­ 
tential of this wealth in term s of 
raising the living standard of their 
people. 
Our greatest strength may well

the growth of our economy in the 
interests of all our people.”

pamphlet, 
succinctly 
written, is one of the clearest ex­ 
planations of the American cor­ 
poration I have seen anywhere. 
. . the development of the pro­ 
fessionally 
managed 
American 
corporation which replaced indi­ 
vidual or family owners and ty­ 
coons and moguls, interested only 
in 
building 
personal 
fortunes. 
More than half of the output of 
American factories and mines is 
today produced by about 500 cor­ 
porations. 
Were these the possession of 500 
families or individuals we would 
probably he suffering from exploi­ 
tative capitalism. 
But 
they 
ane 
not. The e c o n o m i c power of 
the corporations is widely distrib­ 
uted and becoming steadily more 
the possession of the many rather 
than the few. Actually our corpor­ 
ations have about 12,500,000 direct 
stockholders. 
Even 
more impir- 
tant, a large and growing amount 
of their stock is held by inst it ii 
tions, pension 
trusts, 
insurance 
companies, mutual funds, etc. Pro 
b a b I y 
50 
million 
Americans 
receive a share of the profits of the 
500 corporations 
through invest­ 
ment in these institutions.’

m anagers are not owners. They 
are professionals, functioning by 
s y s t e m s and rules which build 
wealth and provide profits.

“ The American worker has nev­ 
er thought of himself as a member 
of the o p p r e s s e d proletariat 
Through his union he has become 
an equal partner in the labor m an­ 
agem ent relationship and bargains 
collectively normally without the 
intervention of government to sc 
cure a just share of the fruits of his 
labor. His union also protects the 
American worker’s security in Ins 
job and his promotion rights. It 
enables him to determine jointly 
with management the conditions 
under which he works.

When these boys grow up and 
have families, they pass the trait 
through tin ir daughters to their 
grandsons. Boys have to inherit the

from 
M o t h e r. 
Although 
Mother carries the trait, she still 
manufactures plenty of GG. 
Sometimes a normal gam m a glo­ 
bulin supply runs dry. And antibod­ 
ies suddenly evaporate, leaving the 
victim vulnerable to infection. 
Unprotected by GG, he catches 


fall prey to the weakest bacteria. 
Your doctor can order a simple 
test to d e t e c t gamma globulin 
lack. Normal blood contains 
at 
least 1-10 of an ounce in each pint. 
Less than 1-40 of an ounce per pint 
shows a serious shortage. 
Trea.m ent is simple: 
Replace the missing GG with an­ 
tibody - rich gam ma globulin. One 
monthly injection can extinguish 
most infections before they ever 
flare up.

T hat’s the finding of an indus­ 
trial design and construction con­ 
cern that 
also 
helps 
business 
firms find suitable building sites. 
And many communities vie in 
seeking a research laboratory as 
a top draw er type of industrial 
construction. The buildings tend 
to be clean, neat and attractive. 
Equally 
important to the 
com ­ 
munity. the employes are com ­ 
paratively high salaried. 
How do corporations choose a 
site for such facilities? What do 
they 
ask 
of 
the 
communities? 
Why 
have 
so 
many tended 
to 
cluster in suburbs of such centers 
as Boston, New York, Philadel 
phia. Chicago, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco? 
First 
consideration is 
a 
good 
local school system and nearness 
to a 
university where 
research 
personel can keep in touch with 
progress in their fields. So says 
Frank L. Whitney, vice president 
of engineering for Walter Kidde 
Constructors Inc. of New' York. 
which has designed research fa­ 
cilities for Sperry Rand, Warner- 
Lambert, 
Westinghouse 
Electric, 
Shell Chemical. Sobering, General 
Electric. General Time. and the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
The Kidde organization has a 
point system for evaluating com ­ 


peting sites when scouring around 
for a client. 
The most points for any of the 
28 categories go to local educa­ 
tion. That’s because research per­ 
sonnel rates the school setup high­ 
est. and corporations have found 
they 
must 
offer 
these 
induce­ 
ments to attract top scientists and 
engineers—and to hold them. 
The system calls for a maxi­ 
mum of 1.000 points of which 550 
can be earned by the community 
itself and the remaining 450 by 
the specific site. Topping the com­ 
munity rating is a maximum of 
130 points for local education. 
What makes a local school sys­ 
tem look good under this judging 
method? First is how many pu­ 
pils to one teacher. No points are 
given if there are more than 35

pupils to a teacher. 
Next is how many dollars spent 
per pupil for teaching purposes: 
then the caliber of the school and 
college preparatory program, the 
percentage of the student body 
enrolled in that program, and the 
record of the schools in placing 
graduates in outstanding colleges 
and universities. 
Other factors, but scoring less 
points, are th esize of the school 
system, condition of the physical 
plant and number of private and 
parochial schools in the area. 
As for the site itself, the most 
weighty factor is the cost of land 
and construction; then utility and 
shipping costs; and finally zoning 
regulations and tax and other in­ 
ducements that reveal the com ­ 
munity’s attitude toward industry.

Ohio. arrived 
in Las Vegas this week. She took 
her son’s lone suit to be cleaned 
and bought him some shirts, socks 
and other accessories. 
“ Under the circumstances,” she 
said, “ he looks pretty good. This 
is the first time I ve seen him in 
a year.” 
She said he wras an executive in 
their fmaily - owned bank before 
starting his own insurance busi­ 
ness. 
Ashbrook, 38, divorced his wife 
in 
Newark 
and 
moved 
to 
Las 
Vegas last year with Mrs. Puffer. 
They married and he took a job 
as a part time cook at a hotel. 
He told detectives there was no 
motive for the killing. 
“ Nothing 
prompted 
me,” 
he 
said.” I just decided. The only 
thing she said once was if she 
ever 
caught 
me 
w-ith 
another 
woman she would kill me and I 
said the same thing about her if 
I caught her with another man.” 
He didn’t elaborate. 
At one point he spoke of the at­ 
tractiveness of Mrs. Puffer's eyes.
